Borough plans 
for a pandemic 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council has activat¬ 
ed its contingency 
plans to deal with 
the current swine 
flu outbreak and 
other measures will 
be brought in if it 
becomes a pandem¬ 
ic. 

A council spokesman 
said that the council had 
been working closely 
with the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
the National Public 
Health Service for Wales 
and other agencies to 
prepare for a possible 
pandemic. 

The council is able to 
assure residents that 
plans are in place to 
maintain essential coun¬ 
cil services during the 
outbreak. 

The spokesman went 
on: “Advice is being 
given to local schools 
and social services 
providers; public infor¬ 
mation leaflets are being 
delivered to every home 
and a national swine flu 
hotline has been set up 
on 0800 151351. 

“The situation is 
being continually 


assessed and decisions 
over whether schools, 
swimming pools, leisure 
centres and other build¬ 
ings should close will be 
taken depending on how 
the outbreak develops.” 
So far, there have been 
no confirmed cases in 
Wales and services are 
continuing as normal. 

The council is urging 
people to follow basic 
hygiene advice, includ¬ 
ing trapping germs in a 
tissue which should be 
disposed of promptly. 

“Wash hands fre¬ 
quently with soap and 
water and clean hard 
surfaces like door han¬ 
dles frequently. Make 
sure your children fol¬ 
low this advice,” it 
urges. 

BCBC is in the middle 
of a rolling programme 
to bring hot water to 
every school in the bor¬ 
ough. All school toilets 
are also being renovated 
under this programme, 
which has seen £500,000 
invested since 2007. 

A further £350,000 
has been allocated 
between 2009 and 2011 
to complete the work.

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PLASTIC BAGS: 

Bridgend 
shops show 
a change 
of attitude 


A final sweep of 
shops has taken 
place in Bridgend 
as part of a cam¬ 
paign to reduce the 
number of plastic 
bags in use. 

Bridgend Town 
Council heard that the 
event took place at the 
end of March, when Joe 
Newbury of Sustainable 
Wales was joined by 
Coun Angela Broadbent 
and Coun Langdon. 

Traders were visited 
and encouraged to give 
fewer plastic bags to 
shoppers. 

Coun Eileen 
Mcllveen said that there 
had been a change in 
attitude from some 
shops, with staff not 
offering to give bags 
unless they are asked, 
but not everyone was 
on board. 

Coun Broadbent felt 
the main problem was 
the multi-national chain 
stores, who give out 
bags because they carry 
the company logo. 

“It’s harder to get a 
result in Bridgend than 
in Porthcawl, where 
there are more inde¬ 
pendent shops.” 


Coun Margaret 
Bertorelli understood 
that Spar were now 
charging for plastic 
bags and that Tesco 
were due to start charg¬ 
ing soon. 

Coun Bob Bums stat¬ 
ed that bags were not 
put out on display now 
and people had to ask 
for them. 

Coun Mcllveen urged 
shoppers to refuse plas¬ 
tic bags if they were 
offered any. 

Coun Roger Marsh 
said he understood that 
Tesco in Brewery Lane 
had been told not to put 
bags on display and 
shoppers now get two 
extra points on their 
cards if they take their 
produce away without a 
bag. 

“We should be more 
like Germany where 
shops give out brown 
paper bags,” he added. 

The meeting heard 
that Joe Newbury’s con¬ 
tract was now ended as 
the funding had mn out, 
so there would be no 
more campaigning on 
this issue at the 
moment.

New walkway stresses need to 
keep river clean at Bridgend 


THE opening of the 
new river walkway 
in Bridgend makes 
the need to keep the 
river clean more 
important than 
ever.

Coun David Unwin 
said that litter and espe¬ 
cially plastic bags get 
trapped by the vegeta¬ 
tion along the river 
banks at Newbridge 
Fields and it would be 
nice if the Agency took 
this rubbish away. 


Coun Unwin said that 
the council had recently 
cleaned up the river in 
the town centre, and he 
saw workmen by the old 
stone bridge, which is at 
the end of the new walk¬ 
way, taking out two 
bikes and a shopping 
trolley from the river. 

“This clean-up may 
have had something to 
do with the new walk¬ 
way,” he added. 

Coun Maisy Williams 
said she had received 
complaints about cans in 


the river in that area and 
there was also an old 
chair in the river. 

Coun Unwin said that 
the local anglers organ¬ 
ised river clean-ups and 
he suggested that the 
Environment Agency be 
asked to notify the coun¬ 
cil of the dates when 
they would be carrying 
out their work so that the 
anglers could co-ordi¬ 
nate their efforts.

A t the well-attended

He described work on the Lamby 
Way landfill site, which took longer 
than expected, due to the discovery of 
a rare insect and plants in the area. 

A special pond had to be construct¬ 
ed to ensure their habitat was protect¬ 
ed. 

A bigger problem was created by 


gulls visiting the area, as it is located 
near the sea wall. However, keeping 
birds of prey in an aviary and releas¬ 
ing them at intervals controls the 
problem. 

The landfill was completed in 2000 
and handed over to the Cardiff Bay 
organisation to administer. 

Visitors are welcome to visit and 
see the falconers fly the birds. 

Other WI events continue to be 
supported. On April 23, three coaches 
left Glamorgan and, together with 
other members from the county, three 
members enjoyed a guided walk 
around the harbour and old parts of 
Bristol.

China will soon be 
opening its banks in the 
UK; with £4.6 trillion in 
savings in Chinese 
banks, it is hoped they 
will help bring new 


sources of finance into 
the UK banking system. 

The banking crisis 
may not have hit 
Chinese banks, but 
300,000 factories have 
closed and 20 million 
migrant workers have 
returned to the country¬ 
side. 

We in the west have 
rising unemployment 
and so does China. Each 
year, 20 million new 
jobs need to be created 
to absorb new workers; 
only 9 million new jobs 
will be created this year 
and China has no social 
security system. 
Ensuring stability is a 
major issue for China as 
well as for the West.

The IPCC employs 
more than 400 investi¬ 
gators, 25 per cent of 
whom are former police 
officers working from 
four regional offices, 
one of which is based 
near Newport. 

The IPCC is currently 
investigating complaints 
received in relation to 
the policing of the G20 
demonstrations. There is 
a long discussion about 
public expectation in 
relation to the handling 
of police complaints. 

The IPCC is a non- 
departmental public 
body, funded by the 
Home Office but totally 
independent of the 
police, interest groups 
and political parties. It 
plays a vital role in 
upholding trust the 
police. 

9.50pm Head back to 
the Commons for votes. 
There are a number of 
votes, so we are not fin¬ 
ished until after 11pm. 

11.05pm Heading out 
of the Commons to the 
bus stop, I see my bus 
leaving and the electron¬ 
ic sign says there is a 
17-minute wait for the 
next. I decide to take a 
taxi and am joined by a 
Conservative MP who 
lives in the same street. 
We share a taxi dis¬ 
cussing the budget pro¬ 
posals. 

11.30pm Home 
again. Flick through the 
TV channels looking for 
something to unwind to; 
watch some news, 
empty the washing 
machine and head for 
bed some time around 
12.30am. 


Fewer pupils may mean part 
of school will be ‘mothballed’ 


PARTS of Cynffig 
Comprehensive 
School may be 
“mothballed” as 
falling pupil num¬ 
bers make some of 
the buildings sur¬ 
plus to require¬ 
ments. 

This is one of the 
options to be considered 
as part of an in-depth 
look at the future of the 
school. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net was told that the 
school occupies a large 
29-acre site. It was 


opened in 1954 and a 
condition survey has 
found that while its 
overall condition is sat¬ 
isfactory, it needs work 
costing £2.4m 

The school has a large 
number of surplus 
places. There is room at 
Cynffig for 1,144 pupils, 
but at present there are 
only 728 pupils - leav¬ 
ing 36 per cent of places 
surplus. 

Fong term pupil pro¬ 
jections forecast a fur¬ 
ther reduction, with 
numbers dropping to 
692 by 1016, but the 
authority expects that 


potential housing devel¬ 
opments in neighbouring 
areas will cause pressure 
on school places, which 
will have a ‘knock on’ 
effect on the school. 

As a result, the 
authority is using a pro¬ 
jected figure of 800 
required places. This 
still leaves a lot of sur¬ 
plus accommodation and 
land, and consideration 
is being given to alterna¬ 
tive uses. 

The school adjoins 
the Village Farm 
Industrial estate, so there 
is a possibility of selling 
some land for industrial 
development which 
would bring in capital to 
invest in the school. 

The report adds: 

“With regard to school 
buildings, it is thought 
appropriate to mothball 
areas, to reduce the 
number of surplus places 
and potentially reduce 
revenue costs. 
Alternative use of the 
acconunodation could 
then be sought, includ¬ 
ing potential for storage 
or office use.” 

The school has also 
come up with some 
ideas to use this space, 
as there is a need for 


additional office space 
and interview rooms. 

The school would 
also like to extend its 
hospitality curriculum, 
with courses for food 
technology at Key Stage 
3 and catering at Key 
Stages 4 and 5. 

Older members of the 
conununity could also 
be encouraged to visit 
the school for activities, 
and local young mothers 
could be involved in 
healthy eating projects. 

The school is also 
considering a young 
enterprise project to set 
up a co-operative to sell 
fruit and vegetables to 
the community. 

Some of the space 
could also be used by 


the newly-opened skills 
centre at Pyle. 

The report says that 
the school could become 
a hub for a number of 
specialist providers, 
including Social 
Services, housing advice 
and family counselling. 

There is spare capaci¬ 
ty in the music suite for 
use by pupils from the 
primary schools in the 
area. 

The cabinet has 
agreed to set up an in- 
depth study to look at all 
the proposed uses and 
also the cost implica¬ 
tions, including the need 
to refurbish the school 
buildings and where the 
money could come 
from.

TRIBUTE TO WIFE MALVINA AT KENFTO HTT J. 

Charity concert will celebrate 
local couple’s 48 happy years 


THE first annual 
Malvina Morgan 
(nee Angell) memo¬ 
rial concert will 
take place in St. 
Theodore’s Church, 
Kenfig Hill, at 7pm 
on Saturday, May 
16. 

Malvina Morgan 
died last year, and her 
husband, Keith, 
nursed her though the 
final stages of her ill¬ 
ness. They were mar¬ 
ried for 48 years. 

Keith is, of course, 
well known as a local 
historian, author, and 
is a regular contribu¬ 
tor to The GEM. 

Here, he pays a 
heartfelt tribute to his 
wife and friend, 
Malvina. 


M alvina 

was born 
on April 

21,1931, to Gladys 
Lilian and Ernest 
Wilson Angell, in 
North Avenue, 
Kenfig Hill. 

Following the 
Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II on June 2, 
1953, every morning on 
the Queen’s Official 
Birthday, Malvina had 
the National Anthem 
played for her just 
before the 8 o’clock 
news radio broadcast on 
the BBC! 

The Angells were a 
well respected family in 
Kenfig Hill and strong 
supporters of St 
Theodore’s Church. 
Malvina was Baptised as 
an infant and was 
brought up at a time 
when children were 
encouraged to attend all 
services, as well as 
Sunday School. 

She was a committed 
Christian throughout her 
life and continued to 
regularly attend church, 
which she loved, until 
illness finally prevented 
her from doing so. 

She was confirmed 
and married in St. 
Theodore’s Church and 
eventually buried from 
there. 

Malvina was a 
founder member of the 
church social committee 
and excelled at flower 
arranging. 

As a youngster, 
Malvina went to school 
in Kenfig Hill. When 
she finished her educa¬ 
tion, she was employed 
and trained as a GPO 
telephonist in the old 
Post Office and 


Telephone Exchange at 
the Top Cross in Kenfig 
Hill. Not only was she 
expected to operate the 
telephone switchboard, 
but Malvina had the task 
of delivering telegrams 
(now items of history) as 
well. 

This meant that for 
some telegrams, she had 
to walk many miles to 
deliver them to remote 
farms in the area. The 
manual switchboard that 
Malvina operated would 
be unrecognisable today 
to many people. 

All local telephones 
were routed though the 
switchboard, where they 
were each terminated on 
what was known as a 
‘doll’s eye’ indicator. 
This ‘doll’s eye’ flicked 
open when the sub¬ 
scriber wanted to make a 
call. 

The switchboard 
operator, who wore a 
specially-designed tele¬ 
phone around her neck, 
was then required to 
connect to this indicator 
with one of a pair of 
telephone cords, in order 
to speak to the sub¬ 
scriber. 

After establishing 
what number was 
required, the accompa¬ 
nying telephone cord of 
the pair would be 
plugged into the indica¬ 
tor corresponding to the 
called number - if it was 
a local call - and ringing 
applied to the line, either 
by an electrical switch, 
or by using a hand gen¬ 
erator. 

Long distance calls 
required Malvina to plug 
into an outside line and 
use a 10-digit dial (now 
another item of the past) 
in order to call up the 
remote number. 

This experience stood 
Malvina in good stead in 
the later part of her 
career when, as an 
Agency Telephone 
Operator, she was the 
only one in the area who 
could be called upon to 
operate the old style 
manual telephone 
switchboards, which 
were in the final stages 
of being phased out, as 
modem electronic 
switchboards were being 
introduced. 

When the Steel 
Company of Wales was 
formed in 1947, Malvina 
was employed as the 
switchboard operator in 
the Camp Headquarters 
at the former-RAE 
Stormy Down aero¬ 
drome, which had been 
taken over as hostel 
accommodation for the 
workforce employed on

building the new Abbey 
Steel Works. 

When the offices 
were completed at the 
new works, Malvina was 
transferred to Port 
Talbot, where she was 
deputy supervisor on the 
GPO switchboard there. 

It was here that a vis¬ 
iting GPO engineer 
named Keith caught her 
eye, courted her and 
eventually married her 
in 1960 in St 
Theodore’s. He then 
whisked her away to 
Chester, where Malvina 
continued her telephone 
career with Brockhurst 
Igranic, a well-estab¬ 
lished industrial electri¬ 
cal engineering firm. 

In due course, Keith’s 
career moves were to 
bring Malvina back to 
south Wales, where she 
continued her associa¬ 
tion as a 

telephonist/receptionist 
with the steel industry 
once more. Before even¬ 
tually retiring, Malvina 
did a stint as an agency 


telephone operator in the 
Bridgend and 
Glamorgan area. 

As a married couple, 
Malvina and Keith we 
were not able to have 
children. Nevertheless, 
this did not stop them 
living a full and happy 
married life together. 

They were able to 
travel quite extensively, 
and even though they 
did not quite sail the 
seven seas, they jour¬ 
neyed through the 
Mediterranean to the 
Holy Land and Egypt, as 
well as visiting many 
other countries and 
places of interest, too 
many to mention here. 

They crossed the 
Atlantic many times, 
sailed 100 miles up the 
Amazon and half way 
across the South 
American Continent in 
doing so. They travelled 
to the Caribbean on 
many occasions and 
sailed through the 
Panama Canal to the 
Pacific and down the 


coast of South America 
to Peru. 

They flew in Concord 
at the speed of sound 
and ‘touched the face of 
God’ in the stratosphere 
above the curvature of 
the earth. 

Even so, they did not 
neglect seeing our own 
beautiful country and 
saw most of it by tour¬ 
ing caravan, as well as 
taking out time each 
year to holiday in the 
Channel Islands. 

No matter where they 
travelled, Malvina and 
Keith always appreciat¬ 
ed returning to their 
home and to this green 
and fertile land of ours - 
which they thought to be 


wonderful. 

All in all, a very full 
and satisfying married 
life of 48 years, built on 
love and companionship. 
Malvina has passed on, 
but she has left many 
happy memories behind, 
as well as an example of 
good Christian living for 
us all to follow.

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Llantwit Major sculptor’s 
^dream challenge’ is a 
statue to Welsh war hero 


INTERVIEW by PHILIP IRWIN 



A Llantwit Major 
sculptor is relishing 
the challenge of 
making a bronze 
statue that will 
stand on Westgate 
Street in Cardiff, 
dominating one of 
the entrance points 
to the Millennium 
Stadium. 

Roger Andrews is in 
the final stages of com¬ 
pleting a bronze image 
of Sir Tasker Watkins, 
VC, who rose to promi¬ 
nence in the fields of 
law, the military and 
rugby. 

The GEM went to 
visit Roger in his stu¬ 
dio, where he had 
almost finished creat¬ 
ing a clay model of the 
work, which will even¬ 
tually be transformed 
into a nine-foot tall 
bronze. 

Just two days before, 
Roger had waited with 
bated breathe to see the 
reaction of friends of 
Sir Tasker to the statue. 

Not just friends, of 
course, but Sir Tasker’s 
family as well. To his 
great relief, they were 
delighted with Roger’s 
sculpture. 

Roger Andrews said: 
“This is by far the most 
thrilling project I have 
ever been involved in. 

“I am so pleased that 
this statue of such a 
famous and well 
respected Welshman 
will be permanently 
housed outside the 
home of rugby in 
Wales. 

“If I never complete 
another work, I am cer¬ 
tain this is the one 
sculpture I passionately 
wanted to create” 

The work was com¬ 
missioned by the Welsh 
Rugby Union (WRU), 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government and 
Cardiff County Council 


with backing from the 
retired entrepreneur Mr 
Stanley Thomas senior. 

Roger talked about 
the fascinating process 
of creating the sculp¬ 
ture. He said: 
“Originally, there were 
five artists under con¬ 
sideration, and we were 
all given a photograph 
of Sir Tasker by the 
WRU. 

“However, when I 
showed that photo to 
friends who knew him, 
they all felt it was not 
that good a likeness.” 

So, Roger had to 
tread a difficult line. 
The first stage of the 
‘contest’ was to put for¬ 
ward a marquette that 
was about 18 inches 
tall (Roger is holding a 
prototype of that mar¬ 
quette in the picture). 

He also had to per¬ 
suade the WRU that his 
vision came closer to 
capturing Sir Tasker, 
without it being so dif¬ 
ferent that it put the 
WRU off. 

Roger said: “I col¬ 
lected as many photo¬ 
graphs as I could, and 
spoke to as many of his 
friends and family as 
possible, because I 
wanted capture his 
character as well as his 
physical likeness. 

“Everyone I have 
talked to has spoken in 
awe of Sir Tasker who 
was clearly a great 
Welshman and also a 
genuinely likeable 
man.” 

Roger passed the 
test, and was granted 
the commission, which 
meant that he had to 
start work on the larger 
clay model, and it is 
that one that is now 
almost finished. 

This clay model will 
now be refined before a 
foundry will create a 
mould which will be 
filled with molten 


bronze to create the 
one-ton statue. 

Once the statuette 
reaches the foundry, it 
is out of Roger’s hands 
and in the hands of 
technology. I assumed 
that some intricate 
computer technology 
would be involved in 
converting a three-foot 
statuette into a nine- 
foot model, but I was 
wrong! 

Roger explained: 
“The technology 
involved goes back 
5,000 years, and uses 
wires, levers and pul¬ 
leys to create a three- 
dimensional clay 
image. 

“What was used for 
Roman and Greek stat¬ 
ues still applies.” 

When the nine-foot 
clay image is produced 
at the foundry, Roger 
will be climbing the 
step-ladder to make all 
his final refinements, 
before the final casting 
in bronze. 

WRU president 
Dennis Gethin said: “I 
am thrilled with the 
way this project is pro¬ 
gressing and I am now 
confident the finished 
work will be a magnifi¬ 
cent tribute to a great 
man. 

“Sir Tasker has 
already written his own 
place in our history, but 
this statue will truly 
acknowledge the debt 
of gratitude and the 
respect we owe him as 
a nation. 

“Sir Tasker was a 
quietly-spoken individ¬ 
ual who commanded a 
great presence wherev¬ 
er he went, and 
achieved great things in 
each endeavour he pur¬ 
sued.” 

Mr Stan Thomas 
added: “I am delighted 
that for generations to 
come, the people who 
visit the Millennium 


Stadium will learn 
about Sir Tasker and 
his great achieve¬ 
ments.” 

The work is due to 
be completed within 
months and the fin¬ 
ished statue will be 
unveiled at a ceremony 
in Cardiff during 
November. 

Roger’s work will 
continue to be moni¬ 
tored by Sir Tasker’s 
family, as the final 
details are added. 

Eor instance, as Sir 
Tasker was the holder 
of the Victorian Cross, 
and was awarded sev¬ 
eral other decorations, 
a decision will need to 
be made on how many 
medals will feature. 

There is a case to be 
made for just one - the 


VC. 

In addition to being 
a war hero. Sir Tasker 
was a judge who rose 
to become the Deputy 
Chief Justice of 
England and Wales, 
and the Honorary Life 
Vice-Patron of the 
Welsh Rugby Union. 

Eor Roger, who 
started out making 
models of local land¬ 
marks such as St 
Illtud’s Church or the 
Blue Anchor, it really is 
a dream come true. 

The key event, prob¬ 
ably, was when he cre¬ 
ated two statues for a 
World War One memo¬ 
rial in the north-east of 
England. 

You could say he has 
cornered the market for 
war heroes! 


DVLA staff meet Bridgend students

“Most of the owners 
whose vehicles are 
caught without tax pay 
up, but a sizeable number 
never show up. This may 
have something to do 
with the DVLA findings 
that over 70 per cent of 
the occupants of untaxed 
vehicles have criminal 
records, and that many of 
these vehicles are not 
insured,” said Bethan 
Beasley. 

After reading a news¬ 
paper article, Alun 
Shorney, motor vehicle 
lecturer at Bridgend 
College, contacted 
Bethan Beasley to ask if 
vehicles could be donat¬ 
ed to Bridgend College 
for training purposes. 


The DVLA agreed and 
the college took receipt 
of a Ereelander, Citroen 
Xsara Picasso, Vauxhall 
Vectra and Renault 
Scenic. These vehicles 
will be used for six 
months and then returned 
to the DVLA and a fur¬ 
ther four vehicles donat¬ 
ed. 

Alun Shorney, lectur¬ 
er, explained: “This is an 
ideal partnership for us, 
as within six months the 
vehicles are worn out by 
the students! This is 
because they are repeat¬ 
edly working on them. 

“It also gives students 
the opportunity to work 
on a variety of makes and 
models of cars, and to 
appreciate the complexi¬ 


ty of the modern day with the computerised 
motor vehicle industry systems in today’s cars.”

Defections change

He held the scrutiny 
chair of corporate servic¬ 
es, while Coun Watkins 
was also the scrutiny 
chair for communities. 

Coun Burns said that 
he was looking forward 
to serving his ward of 
Oldcastle in a new, 
unfettered direction. He 
was unhappy with the 
failure of the party to 
embrace change after 
losing control of the 
council at last May’s 
elections. 

He told The GEM that 
there was a lack of com¬ 
munication: “I feel that 
the group was not fully 
informed about what 
was going on. I am a 
hard working person and 
in every group there are 
those that work and oth¬ 
ers that do not. It was 
time to go.” 

The decision to leave 
the party was conveyed 
to the Bridgend execu¬ 


tive committee of the 
Liberal Democrats at 
their meeting last 
Wednesday. 

Coun Bums said that 
his group would not ally 
itself with any of the 
larger groupings but 
would look at each issue 
on its merits. 

Coun Bums sits on 
Bridgend Town Council 
with his wife Diane, 
who has also resigned 
from the party. They 
have informed council 
leader David Unwin that 
they will sit in future as 
Democratic 
Independents on that 
council also. 

Coun Cheryl Green 
stated that the Lib Dems 
would not be deflected 
from their aims and 
ambitions. “We know 
what direction we want 
to take. The party in 
Wales is energised by 
the election of a new 
young leader in Kirsty 
Williams and we are 


growing stronger. 

“The decision of the 
three members to leave 
was a personal one, but 
we have seen a Pyle 
community councillor 
leave the Labour Party 
and join us so we are 
upbeat.” 

Coun Allan Jones 
explained that he had 
resigned from the 
Labour Party last week 
because of issues at the 
Kenfig Hill branch. 

“Complaints were laid 
against me in my capaci¬ 
ty as branch secretary by 
five members which the 
party has been investi¬ 
gating.

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WALK LOOKS AT THE FASCINATING 
HERITAGE OF THE CYNON VALLEY 


R ecently, 

12 ramblers 
joined leader 
Geraint Thomas 
and his trusty sheep¬ 
dog Patch on a trip 
up to the Cynon 
Valley.

APRIL, with its 
full complement of 
showers, has come 
and gone, and all 
the hives are look¬ 
ing well.

tory as it was the termi¬

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Barry police cells closure 
leads to loss of volunteers 


ENTRIES SOUGHT 
FOR VALE BEST KEPT 
VILLAGE AWARDS 


THE Vale Council 
has been briefed 
about the repercus¬ 
sions of closing the 
police custody cells 
in Barry - and 
these include a big¬ 
ger bill for council 
tax-payers. 

Although the council, 
along with officers from 
Barry Magistrates 
Court, had objected to 
the closure, it had gone 
ahead, with any arrests 
in Barry now being 
processed in Cardiff 
Bay. 

A council report said 
that South Wales Police 
had not undertaken any 
consultation with part¬ 
ners with regard to the 


closure, even though it 
will affect the work of 
the council, the 
Probation Service and 
Barry Magistrates 
Court. 

One immediate con¬ 
sequence is that the 
Vale Council Youth 
Offending Service 
(YOS), which has to 
ensure that an adult is 
present when a young 
person is arrested, is 
going to run short of 
volunteers. 

The volunteers are 
known as ‘appropriate 
adults’ and accompany 
young people who have 
been arrested to ensure 
that the young person’s 
interests are represented 
and their rights 
protected. 


It is the law that all 
children need an adult 
to be present during 
police interviews. As a 
result, the YOS had 
eight appropriate adult 
volunteers who could 
attend Barry Police 
Station within 20 min¬ 
utes of a call out being 
requested, and the 
Youth Offending 
Service paid travelling 
expenses to volunteers. 

The new custody 
suite in Cardiff Bay 
means that it could take 
up to 45 minutes or 
longer for some volun¬ 
teers to attend. The Vale 
Council has been 
advised that it was like¬ 
ly that some volunteers 
would resign when the 
custody suite in Barry 


was closed. If that 
proves to be the case, 
then paid YOS staff will 
have to fill the gap, 
with the Vale Council 
having to foot the bill 
for overtime and travel 
costs. The Vale Council 
is protesting, and has 
forwarded an ‘impact 
assessment’ to South 
Wales Police, in an 
attempt to head off the 
closure. 

However, at a recent 
meeting of the 
Community Liaison 
Committee, Chief 
Superintendent Dando, 
who will take over the 
new combined Vale and 
Bridgend Division, held 
out little hope of a 
reprieve. 

He said that it was a

option.” 

Mr Cairns added: “We 
were first promised a 
statement in January and 
then early spring. 

“We are now 
approaching summer and 
are no wiser as to his 
intentions. 

“It is wholly unfair to 
leave so many communi¬ 
ties just hanging in the 
way he is.”

Tips to help you get a new 
Outlook on computer life! 


IF you use 
Microsoft software, 
you could have 
both Outlook and 
Outlook Express on 
your computer. 

They sound as though 
they are different ver¬ 
sions of the same pro¬ 
gramme, with the 
‘Express’ version being 
a cut-down version of 
Outlook, using only the 
e-mail element of it. 

Not so. 

In fact, they come 
from two different divi¬ 
sions of Microsoft. 
Outlook Express is pro¬ 
vided free with Internet 
Explorer and is confined 
to e-mail and a few 
frills, such as access to 
Newsgroups and some e- 
mail stationary designs. 

It has a single address 
book to manage con¬ 
tacts. 

Outlook is a paid-for 
application that comes as 
a stand-alone pro¬ 
gramme or as part of 
Microsoft Office suite, 
and has features to han¬ 
dle organising and 
scheduling tasks. 

Steve knows the dif¬ 
ferences and explained 
them to members of 
Penarth Computer Club, 
so that they could decide 
which application better 
suited them. 

Outlook Express has 
been designed for home 
users. They generally 
need only the e-mail and 
are content with that. E- 


mails (perhaps from sev¬ 
eral accounts) are down¬ 
loaded from the service 
provider’s computer 
onto the home computer 
and are stored there. 

All archiving and 
backing up are part of 
the home users house¬ 
keeping. 

The single address list 
can handle contacts suf¬ 
ficiently well for their 
needs by allowing 
groups to be set up. 
Outlook Express can 
deal with all that as well 
as allowing in-box rules 
to help manage and 
organise e-mails. 

Those with more 
complicated lives need 
other services that are 
available in Outlook - 
which was designed for 
use by company net¬ 
works. 

Nowadays, there are 
families that have com¬ 
puters used by more than 
one person or have sev¬ 
eral computers used by 
different family mem¬ 
bers, and have them net¬ 
worked just like a small 
company. 

Outlook could be the 
answer. It can do far 
more. It is a personal 
information manager 
<http://en.wikipedia.org/ 
wiki/Personal_informa- 
tion_manager> . All the 
e-mail stuff is there, of 
course. It also has avail¬ 
able a Calendar 
<http://en.wikipedia.org/ 
wiki/Calendaring_soft- 
ware> , Task Manager

tions> , Contact 
Manager

It allows sharing of 
mailboxes and calendars, 
and meeting time alloca¬ 
tion and more. There are 
also many third party 
add-on applications that 
integrate Outlook with 
devices and other soft¬ 
ware (BlackBerry 
<http://en. wikipedia. org/ 
wiki/BlackBerry> 
mobile phones and 
Skype 

<http://en. wikipedia. org/ 
wiki/Skype> internet 
communication software 
for example.) 

Steve then wandered 
around the Outlook 
screen to show how fam¬ 
ilies could share a calen¬ 
dar to coordinate school 
outings; football prac¬ 
tice; piano lessons or 
scouting activities - 
colour-coded to indicate 
participants or type of 
activity. The scheduling 
helps to avoid double¬ 
bookings or clashes 
between arrangements. 

Each family member 
can have an independent 
address book and con¬ 
tacts folder. If needed. 


Dad can track his job list 
in his Tasks Eolder and 
note his progress 
through the various 
stages. On the other 
hand. Mum might find 
the facility to put up the 
electronic equivalent of 
sticky paper notes comes 
in handy - Sorry, Dad! 

Perhaps the most used 
feature would be to auto¬ 
mate the dumping of 
junk mail and archiving 
of old e-mails to prevent 
the computer becoming 
clogged. 

On the subject of e- 
mails (again), it is possi¬ 
ble to arrange for a copy 
to be left on the 
provider’s computer for 
access through the web. 
That would mean that 
you could access your 
account from any on-line 
computer, wherever you 
might be. 

Outlook appears to do 
Newsgroups as well, but 
opens an Outlook 
Express window to do 
so!

Over the bank holi¬ 
day, the Vale Council 
did open up a new 
temporary car park 
on the headland to 
accommodate extra 


traffic caused by the 
lack of a train service. 

Paul Haley, the 
chairman of Pride in 
Barry, welcomed the 
council’s actions and 
said: “ I hope that 
this use of the former 
holiday camp site will 
be available through¬ 
out all the anticipated 
bumper domestic hol¬ 
iday season. 

“We should never 
close roads to Barry 
Island and turn visi¬ 
tors away, when we 
have overfiow car 
parking spaces such 
as this.

In a handy position throughout, Tanmeya took 
the lead five fences from the finish to win by 20 
lengths from Its Danny Boy, partnered by James 
Tudor,with Merthyrmawr, ridden by Tom’s younger 
brother Evan, a further 15 lengths back in third 
place.

Well ridden by the owner’s son Tim 
Edwards, 31, in the restricted race, the ex-Irish 
horse, who was backed from 7-1 to 5-2, beat the 
pacemaking favourite Barren Chieftain by three 
lengths after taking up the running approaching the 
penultimate fence. 

John Edwards used to be a leading National Hunt 
trainer in the Herefordshire area. What Of It is 
trained by his daughter Sophie George and was win¬ 
ning for the first time this season. 

In the aged maiden, Dai Rees’s eleven-year-old 
Running Lord, the oldest horse in the race, proved 
too speedy for the locally-trained Musique En Tete 
and gave Tenby’s John Mathias his 14th winner of 
the season. 

Alice Tudor, the 11-year-old daughter of Mrs 
Judith Tudor, the hon secretary of the Llangeinor 
Hunt Races, had plenty to smile about after winning 
the 138cm-and-under novice pony race on her 13- 
year-old Bugsy. Alice, a member of the Llangeinor 
Hunt Pony Club, was chalking up her first winner in 
just three rides. 

Only two competitors - Oscar and Tommys Girl- 
lined up for the 148cm open pony race and, in an 
exciting finish Tommy Girl, ridden by Jordan 
Williams, 11,beat Oscar, ridden by Jordan's brother, 
Robert who is 15. 

The Tredegar Earmers Hunt is holding its annual 
point-to-point races at Lower Machen on Sunday 
(Eirst race 2pm.). 

There are 142 entries and 45 of these are down to 
run in the open maiden race. Popular point-to-point- 
ers Bob Bites Back, Mick’s Prospect, Tigu, Chesnut 
Annie and Grey Kid are all entered.

VALE ATHLETES CLAIM BOTH TEAM TITLES

THE new track and field season opened for 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools' Athletics 
Association last month with the staging of 
Senior Cup Final for pupils in years 11 to 
14. 

The old Cardiff Athletic Stadium at Leckwith was 
notorious for its unhelpful headwinds for sprinters and 
hurdlers. Its replacement, on the opposite side of 
Leckwith Road and called the Cardiff International 
Sports Stadium, started on a brighter note with a 
cloudy sky, mild temperatures and very httle wind. 

Athletes and schools organisers will hope that 
those conditions will be the norm for the rest of the 
summer. 

Vale athletes made the most of the conditions, win¬ 
ning 11 of the 22 individual events and, more impor¬ 
tantly, claiming both team titles. 

Two new Cup best sets were set, both by Vale ath¬ 
letes, and both by girls. 

The girls’ discus best was set at 24.08 metres by 
former Barry & Vale Harrier Sharyn Crayford 
(Glantaf) as long ago as 1997. That mark did not look 
in danger, despite the presence of experienced year-12 
throwers Ayla Phillips (Llantwit) and Sian Balchin 
(Kings Monkton) until Barry resident Balchin 
unleashed the final attempt of the first discus compe¬ 
tition. Her effort flew out and landed on the 24.51 
metres mark. 

Brownie points at that point to the leader of the dis¬ 
cus officials. Miss Laura Hale (Cowbridge), for spot¬ 
ting that the distance was a new best, and for calling 
the field referee, Mr Derek Crowder, to confirm the 
distance. 

The second new best came early in the t hir d round 
of field events, but was not noted by the officials. In 
the shot, Ayla Phillips, better known as a hammer 
thrower, opened with a put of 10.19 metres, the first 
time that a girl has bettered 10 metres in this compe¬ 
tition, and an addition of 31 centimetres to Melanie 
Umbleja’s 2001 mark. 

Two other Vale girls, both year-12 and from Bro 
Morgannwg, caught the eye with victories. With no 
pole vault in this event, Elinor Lewis turned her atten¬ 
tion to other events and won both the 80 metres hur¬ 
dles and triple jump, while her team-mate Leah 
Grisdale opened her season with a modest leap of 1.40 
metres to finish top of the high jumpers. 

In the boys’ events, Barry Comprehensive year-12 
Curtis Matthews, sadly a one-athlete team, was the 
undoubted star. The Welsh Schools Combined Events 
International underlined his all-round talent with three 
wins, claiming the long jump, discus and high jump, 
all with encouraging early season performances. 

Eour other Vale boys scored victories. On the track, 
Welsh under-20 cross-country international Tom 
Whitmarsh-Knight ran a useful 200 metres as a warm¬ 
up and then went on to win the 1,500 metres, while 
Ered White (Cowbridge) had a comfortable victory in 
the 400 metres. 

Year-11 Dan Clarke (St Cyres) claimed the distinc¬ 
tion of being the first field event winner, taking the 
shot with a respectable distance, while Llantwit year- 
13 Josh Hill had a six metres advantage in the javelin, 
and matched the winning height of 1.75 metres in the 
high jump, but had to settle for second on countback 
to Curtis Matthews. 

One Vale athlete claimed maximum event points 
although only finishing second in his race. The multi¬ 
talented Steffan Jones finished second in the 100 
metres, but the winner, Plasmawr sixth former Lloyd 
Bowen was declared as non-scoring athlete so Jones 
claimed the maximum individual points (11) for Bro 
Morgannwg. 

It would be helpful if all these Vale athletes could 
pencil in Saturday, July 4 in their diaries. That’s the

T en years ago, 
Hugh 

Jackman was 
a musical actor, 
gaining critical 
kudos for his role 
as Curly in the 
West End stage 
production of 
Oklahoma! and an 
Olivier award nom¬ 
ination to boot. 

One outing as the 
iconic Wolverine in 
2000’s X-Men later, and 
Jackman became an 
overnight film star, his 
performance as the 
laconic hero earning 
similar praise. 

He went on to reprise 
the character in two 
sequels, while also star¬ 
ring in films such as The 
Prestige and Australia, 
but returns to the charac¬ 
ter that made his name 
in X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine. 

As the title suggests, 
the film is set before the 
first X-Men film, and 
shows how Wolverine 
became the man he was 
when we met him in that 


cage at the start of the 
first film, a story that 
involves an array of 
mutants (including Liev 
Schreiber’s Sabretooth 
and Ryan Reynolds’ 
Deadpool) as well as a 
character familiar to fans 
of XI, Colonel William 
Stryker (Danny 
Huston)... 

It seems conventional 
now that when visiting 
or revisiting the roots of 
a character, everything 
must be as dark and dra¬ 
matic as possible. When 
this is delivered with 
panache and allied with 
skilled directors and 
cast, then the results are 
mightily impressive; just 
look at Casino Royale or 
Batman Begins as evi¬ 
dence of how origin sto¬ 
ries can entertain as well 
as brood. 

It’s a template that the 
makers of Wolverine 
(including star Hugh 
Jackman, on board as 
producer here) seem to 
have taken notice of - 
the only trouble being 
when you dilute your 
main protagonist’s 
charisma by placing the 
weight of the world 


upon his shoulders, the 
end result is something 
quite dull and disap¬ 
pointing. 

Naysayers may point 
out that the three X-Men 
films so far have been 
somewhat driven by the 
character of Wolverine, 
thus making a stand¬ 
alone film somewhat 
redundant. However, the 
origins of the character 
are certainly more wor¬ 
thy of exploration than 
those of, say. Storm or 
Nightcrawler; after all, 
the character of 
Wolverine has an 
intriguing back-story 
that, in theory, should be 
served well by a film 
explaining how he 
became the man we 
meet in the first X-Men 
film. 

Theory, though, does¬ 
n’t always equal fact, 
and the fact here is that 
Wolverine is a drab stab 
at illuminating the 


with boring dialogue that more charisma and 
is supposed to espouse charm in five minutes 


depth, but just comes 
across as hackneyed. 

Things pick up with 
the smattering of action 
sequences, which are 
handled well by director 
Gavin Hood. A newcom¬ 
er to the action genre 
(his breakthrough fea¬ 
ture, Tsotsi, is definitely 
worth tracking down) he 
at least attempts to direct 
with conviction and 
gives the film an indi¬ 
vidual style, not weigh¬ 
ing it down with the 
greys and blues that 
became the hallmark of 
the ^-franchise. 

However, saddling 
him with some shoddy 
effects work doesn’t 
help, nor does the repeti¬ 
tive nature of the action 
on display; how many 
times do Sabretooth and 
Wolverine really need to 
fight each other?

ing too much of the 
moral compass and less 
of the reluctant hero. 

The performances are 
not too bad - Jackman 
supremely comfortable 
in the skin of Wolverine 
and delivering a decent 
turn, while Liev 
Schreiber’s Sabretooth 
and Danny Huston’s 
Stryker offer up fair vil¬ 
lains that you hope 
receive their come¬ 
uppance. 

But far too many 
members of the cast - 
Ryan Reynolds, Dominic 
Monaghan, Lynn Collins 


to give the audience any¬ 
thing to hang onto about 
their characters and, 
therefore, makes their 


well worth far more than 
the miniscule screen 
time he actually gets. 

The most annoying 
thing about the film is 
how it plays with the 
continuity of the films so 
far, and then uses a plot 
device so mind-numb- 
ingly daft to remedy it. 

It’s a moment that 
should be treated with 
real pathos, but instead 
you find yourself sitting 
there wondering if a 
mega-budget Hollywood 
film has really just used 
such a convoluted plot 
device to end the film, 
and is typical of the film 
as a whole. 

There is a Wolverine 
film that is definitely 
worth making, yet with 
all the best intentions, 
this one most certainly 
isn’t it. 

Verdict - A disap¬ 
pointingly dull film that 
comes nowhere near 
expectations, X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine is a 
damp squib of a film. 
Hackneyed and convo¬ 
luted narrative turns 


can’t be overcome by 
some half-decent per¬ 
formances and pleasing, 
if unremarkable, direc¬ 
tion. 

Those who deem 
Wolverine to be their 
comic book idol will no 
doubt feel more 
aggrieved than the aver¬ 
age cinemagoer, but 
even they will be let 
down by what promised 
to be a worthwhile film. 
Poor.

Having been tied for 
joint first less than a 
month ago, Porthcawl 
are now holding onto the 
final promotion spot for 
dear life after a high- 
scoring three-all draw 
away to Risca United. 

The game against 
Risca was almost a 
metaphor for the way 
Porthcawl’s fortunes 
have fared this season, 
particularly of late.

THE Enoch Lewis Mid Glamorgan 
District Cup Final was a closely-fought 
match between probably the two strongest 
second teams in the district.

The second half followed a similar pattern, with 
the Athletic exerting the most of the pressure, but 
they were frustrated in gaining momentum due to the 
Tondu defence. Barnstorming runs by Lee Grabham, 
Chris McGrath and Tylan Mafi regularly broke the 
gain line, but momentum was halted by the Tondu 
cover defence. 

Athletic substitutes Gareth Bartlett and Huw 
Morris also made an impact, but the only score of the 
second half was a third penalty by Ellis. 

Tondu had the final chance to win the match with 
the last kick of the match with a penalty kick at goal. 
Thankfully for the Athletic, the long range attempt 
went wide of the posts, allowing the Athletic team to 
celebrate a hard-fought victory and lift the District 
Cup. 

On the result of this match, next Saturday’s league 
decider should be a cracker. 

Man-of-the-match (elected by the District) was 
the Athletic outside-half Richard Dyke.

THIS District Cup Final held in 
Maesteg was played in great conditions 
for rugby. 

Both sides probed in the early stages, with 
Porthcawl testing out the Athletic with several 
high balls which were admirably dealt with by 
full back Rhys Jones - in his first game for the 
team since breaking his collarbone. 

It was Jones who made the first score when 
after some powerful running, he gave a deft 
pass around his back to his captain Ben Howe, 
who crossed in the comer. The conversion 
failed. 

The Athletic were playing a wide and fast 
game and their forwards provided a surfeit of 
quality quick ball. The second try was a bril¬ 
liant effort from inside their own half with 
some wonderful handling resulting in Aled 
Thomas crossing over out wide for a second 
unconverted try. 

Thomas repeated the effort several minutes 
later with fly half Matthew Morgan adding the 
conversion for a 17-0 lead. 

Ben Howe then added a further two tries of 
his own, both converted by Morgan, the second 
effort being run in from the half way line after 
scmm half Tom Habberfield made a brilliant 
tackle to dislodge the ball straight into Howe’s 
arms. 

Porthcawl were finding the all round game of 
the Athletic too much to handle, and had it not 
been for some great covering tackles by their 
international full back Tom Prydie, they would 
have found themselves further behind. 

Flanker Tom Morgan then showed great pace 
to score his own 50 yard effort before Ben Howe 
capped a fantastic half hour’s work with his 
fourth try. Both tries went unconverted. 

At 41-0 up the Athletic decided to make all 
seven substitutions in one fell swoop with five 
minutes of the half remaining. 

In the second half it was inevitable that it 
would be difficult to maintain the intensity of the 
game. Porthcawl certainly were not going to give 
up and defended resolutely throughout the 
remainder of the game. 

The Athletic had a dominant scrum and were 
imperious in the lineout through second rows 
Adam Evans and Welsh -under-18s captain 
Lloyd Peers. Their defence, as ever, was awe¬ 
some having conceded one try in six months of 
rugby. 

Tom Davies scored a simple try in the corner 
before centre James Olds completed the scoring 
with one of his trademark weaving runs, which 
was converted by Tom Davies. 

This was the Athletic’s sixth cup win in the last 
nine years, with a further one shared with Tondu 
last year, a fantastic achievement. Stuart 
Edbrooke capped some fine recent form with a 
man-of-the-match display and they now go on 
next Saturday to the national league play offs 
against the champions of Gwent, Blackwood.

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Munster mash gives 
Lions coach much to 
chew on as Blues Cup 
semi-final also raises 
some key questions

N O doubt Lions’ head coach Ian 
McGeechan will have heaved a 
sigh of relief that two hugely-con¬ 
tested semi-finals of the Heineken Cup, 
featuring a clutch of his charges, were 
safely negotiated at the weekend without 
further additions to his pre-tour injury 
list. 

Of course, he cannot relax just yet, for there are 
a few more games to be played before he finally 
leads his men on to the plane for South Africa, 
including the Heineken Cup final in Edinburgh on 
May 23. 

However, pre-tour casualties are surely not the 
only cause for concern as he reflects on the stun¬ 
ning outcomes at Croke Park, Dublin on Saturday 
and the Millennium Stadium, Cardiff, on Sunday - 
not least the composition of his chosen British 
Isles tour party. 

Take that thrilling all-Irish clash where Leinster 
hurled the form book out of the window in ruth¬ 
lessly dismantling the tournament favourites 
Munster 25-6. 

It was a comprehensive victory that saw the 
vaunted Munstermen surprisingly out-played (and 
out-thought) forward and back by fired-up oppo¬ 
nents who gave them no respite from first whistle 
to last. 

While the match played out in front of 82,300 
wildly-cheering spectators was a wonderful adver¬ 
tisement for the Heineken Cup competition, and 
for rugby in general, the Lions’ management may 
have viewed it with slightly more rueful feelings. 

After all, given that the surprisingly outmuscled 
Munster pack contained no fewer than five for¬ 
wards earmarked to take on the formidable 
Springboks, it did not bode well for the far greater 
challenge that lies ahead next month. 

The struggle being lost up front merely served 
to highlight Ronan O’Gara’s perceived frailties 
under pressure, a matter of concern given that the 
Lions have opted to take only two outside halves 
to South Africa. That decision may now have to be 
urgently revised. 

‘Geech’ will also muse on the worrying fact that 
the possible Lions’ second row of Paul O’Connell 
(tour skipper) and Donncha O’Callaghan were 
eclipsed by their opposite numbers in the white 
heat of battle. 

Meanwhile, in contrast, the man controversially 
rejected as captain, Brian O’Driscoll, removed any 
doubt over his assured Test place by leading from 
the front with an inspiring man-of-the-match dis¬ 
play in the Leinster midfield. 

On Sunday, came the dramatic events of the 
other semi final at the Millennium Stadium where 
Cardiff Blues and Leicester Tigers fought almost 


to a standstill in front of 44,312 rapt spectators. 

Errors and penalties there were in plenty on 
both sides as the pendulum of fortune swung, 
though the Blues were fortunate to go in at half 
time just 12-13 down through two penalties each 
from young Leigh Halfpenny and Ben Blair. 

Tigers had replied with a converted try and two 
penalties, but missed three other penalties that 
could have opened an unassailable first half gap. 

Immediately after the resumption, Leicester 
forged ahead with a converted try and when they 
followed this with two more penalties to make the 
score 12-26 in their favour, it seemed all up for the 
Blues, even after the Midlanders received two yel¬ 
low cards and, for a few minutes, were even down 
to 13 men. 

With time running out to the final whistle, the 
capital team remembered how they had won their 
way to the semi-final and ran in two tries in four 
minutes through Jamie Roberts and Tom James. 
Both were converted by Blair (making amends for 
an otherwise lacklustre display at fullback). 

With the score locked on 26-26 after extra time, 
and with players going down with cramp in scenes 
more akin to Wembley, the stalemate was to be 
finally settled by a penalty shoot-out, culminating 
in an unprecedented ‘sudden death’ climax. 

In a cruel twist of fate, the incomparable 
Martyn Williams was the luckless one who 
watched with dismay as his effort sailed wide of 
the uprights. Leicester number 8 Jordan Crane 
then slotted over to send his team in to the 2009 
Heineken Cup final against Leinster in the most 
unsatisfactory of circumstances. 

While in truth the English giants arguably had 
the edge overall, there must surely be a better way 
to decide a rugby match of such magnitude (not 
least financially) than unfairly placing the onus on 
non-kicking forwards who are simply not 
equipped for this high-pressure situation. 

If a replay is not possible, the Heineken compe¬ 
tition organisers should allow the shoot-out to be 
decided by a stipulated number of recognised 
kickers in the two teams, rather than risk a result 
that could be both unfair and unjust. 

The match did at least give Ian McGeechan the 
satisfaction of seeing all of his Blues contingent 
acquit themselves well - in particular, Jamie 
Roberts and Halfpenny. 

While Leicester has so far dipped below the 
Lions’ radar, McGeechan could not fail to have 
been impressed by another man of-the-match per¬ 
formance from rugged forward Tom Croft, particu¬ 
larly in the light of the Munster mash by unfancied 
Leinster. 

Who knows, that might yet prompt a telephone 
call not only to Leicester, but to a certain Ryan 
Jones, another strange absentee from the selected 
Lions’ party.

Champion performance 
by promoted Bridgend 


THE sun certainly 
shone on Bridgend 
Athletic on 

Saturday, May 2, a 
day that will go into 
the record books as 
the most successful 
single day in the 
club’s playing histo¬ 
ry- 

The Eirst XV were 
presented with the 
Division Two West 
Champions Cup follow¬ 
ing their win at Kidwelly, 
the Second XV won their 
District Cup Einal 
against Tondu, and the 
Youth A side added the 
District Cup to their 
Webb Ellis Welsh Youth 
Cup and Ospreys 
Division A Champions 
Trophy, following a win 
against Porthcawl. 

Also, the newly- 
formed Athletic Youth B 
side won at Pencoed to 
give them a chance of 
winning their league. 

Already promoted to 
Division One West, 
Athletic Eirst XV went to 
Kidwelly needing victo¬ 
ry to put the icing on the 
cake to go up as league 
champions. 

Their task was formi¬ 
dable, with Kidwelly a 
very much in-form side 
and in third position in 
the league. They had 
only lost two home fix¬ 
tures all season - the last 
defeat being six months 
ago. 

Kidwelly certainly 
produced the goods on 
the day, matching the 
Athletics’ 15-man 

approach in a game that 
was a delight to watch, 
and in doubt until the 
75th minute. In truth, the 
final margin of 27-19 in 
favour of the Athletic 
could easily have been 
reversed with the 
chances created by both 
sides.

The Athletic enjoyed 
the advantage of a fairly 
stiff second half breeze 
and applied early pres¬ 
sure five minutes into the 
half when the Athletic 
were awarded a five- 
metre scrum. Solid 
scrummaging from props 
Rod Jones and Wayne 
Eookes gave the scrum 
impetus, allowing No 8

and drive into the home 
defence.
